Ascribes Rise In Price to 
Economic Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. — Recent 
statements that the rise in the price of 
wheat is,due to artificial causes were 
declared by Secfetary Hoover today to 
have no foundation in fact. 

“Two. things have underlain this ad- 
vance,’’ the Secretary said in a formal 
statement. 

“First, there are 300,000,000 bushels 
less .wheat in the world from this 
crop than that of last year. Sec- 
ohd, the increased stability to Europe 
a the recent settlement brought 
about through activities of the Adminis- 
tration have increased the buying power 
and. outiook for consumption. 

“The practical effeet of all :this is 
shown by the fact that our’ exports of 
35,000,000 bushels in: the last six weeks 
shows substantial increase over last 
year. There is every reason to believe 
that these exports will be maintained. 

“Prices would probably have gone to 
higher levels,-had it not been that the 
farmer has crowded the market by send- 
ing in over 110,000,000 bushels out of this 
crop. against .000,000 bushels for the 
same period last year. This is no doubt 
due to his necessities, but it -has prob+ 
ably brought about lower prices than 
would otherwise have been the case.”’ 

Wheat acrege in Argentina and Aus- 
tralia exceed by ‘more than 1,000, 
acres the area harvested last year, ac- 
cording. to preliminary estimates. an- 
nounced today by the Department of 
Agriculture: Argentina has 17,732,000 
acres and Australia 10,000,000 acres.

ar. 

“There are two demands that must be’ 
satistied to bring about commercial | 
peace,” Professor Haher sald. ‘We, 
must have greater and cheaper produc- | 
tion, of goods and we must have a new 
creed. which will discourage production | 
for personal gain and bring about great~- 
er cooperation.”’ ; 

The progress of the natural sciences, 
he said, offered greater promise for | 
bettering ‘social conditions than any: 
other factor. 

In his address Professor Haber sald ; 

@ -visit to America in 1902 eons! 
firmed his conviction of the importance 
of finding codmmeftially practicable 
ways to take nitrogen from the atmos- | 
phere and assure the world against dire 
need: when the nitrate deposits of Chile 
should be- exhausted. The story of his

JOHN W.\'Davis’s reputation as 
Probably the most gifted public 
speaker in his own community has 
long been established. After the 
nomination, friends and opponents 
alike must have wondered how far the 
qualities that appealed to the compar- 
atively..restricted audiences he had 
hitherto addressed would meet the re- 
quirements of a national campaign. An 
easy grace of utterance, a clarity that 
‘shrank from violence to the point of 
understatement, a humor of deft allu- 
sion rather than of epigram or exag- 
geration—these were not, at first 
sight, the ~hall-marks of successful 
popular oratory. How well would ur- 
banity go in the great non-urban 
spaces? On the other hand, there was 
the possibility that Mr. Davis might 
make the mistake of other public 
speakers who have set out in cold 
blood to get close to the great public 


| heart. A pitiful figure is /the orator 


whose fear of the so-called academic 
impels him to speak right down to the 
folks. ‘The effect is usually disastrous 
both to the orator and to the folks. 

Thus far in his Western tour Mr. 
Davis has happily avoided the cardi- 
nalerror. He has had the good judg- 
ment. to be himself... Differences cer- 
tainly can be noted between his man- 
ner as Ambassador in London or as 
Chairman of distinguished public 
meetings in NeW York City and -his 
present manner on the platform. But 
they’ are- only the normal adaptation 
which any public speaker will make 
to the exigencies of a special situation. 
/'The Western speeches have shown lit- 
tle of the characteristic Davis humor. 
That would be in deference to the sup- 
posed unwritten law by which the 
American people have outlawed humor 
in men of\Presidential calibre. The 
purple patches that are fairly con- 
spicuous in his speeches in the West 
are not part of his familiar style. But 
here “again it is acquiescence fn the 
unwritten law of great popular audi- 
ences. The ‘distinguishing trait of 
his oratory remains and dominates. It 
is an extraordinary lucidity of state- 
ment in the individual speeches rein- 
forced by @ reiteration of argument 
from speech to speech, of which the 
effect is a cumulative vigor. Mr. 
Davis has. succeeded in hitting out 
hard without straining his voice or. his 
vocabulary. 

The compilers of textbooks on vhet- 
oric might go much further and do 
much worse than by citing one passage 
from the Des Moines speech of 
Wednesday as an example of English 
style that is excellent in itself and 
admirably adapted to its subject; 

It is the great topic of. taxation. 

I call it-a great topic because no one 
escapes taxation or the tax-gatherer. 
He puts: his hand’ into the, laborer’ s 
pay. envélope and takes a part: of 
every “weekly wage. He visits the’. 
farmer afd, takes toll of évery bushel 
of grain, every load of-hay and every: 
pound of. meat upon his. farm, ‘He 
taps the mefchant's till and .démands 
his share of every day’s receipts.. And 
he sits by the desk of the manufac- 
turer, the. banker, or the professional 
man, asking part of everything they 
earn, Sometimes: he. comes without 
disguise and holds out his hand, to be 

on the spot: in cash. And -some- . 
times we pay him through other. peo- 
. ple in increased rent to our. landlord 

and higher prices to. our grocer. and 
baker and candlestick maker.

pers, Mr. Pau ‘Warsura, formerly | 
member of: “the Federal ¥ Reserve 
Board, has returned from Europe 
with an optimistic view not only: of 
the possibilities of the German. loan, 
but of the general, reconstruction of 
Europe. . His optimism is all the more }* 
noteworthy in view of the péssimism 
which characterized his ‘previous |: 
opinions of Europe. This is the first 
time since the” close of.the war, he 
says, that hé has felt that Europe has 
turned the corner and.that the world 
ia now entering upon an’ era of genu- 
ine and enduring recuperation. Like 
other financial experts. here and 
abroad, he wélcomes the fact that 
reparations have at last been taken 
out of the hands of partisan polliti- 
cians and put into the control: of ex- 
perts concerned with economics rather 
than politics. As he expresses it, 
** the cancer ‘that threatened Europe's 
“very existence has thus been re- 
*“ moved.’’ He also hails the substi- 
tution of arbitration for force in case 
of disputed points, ; and believes: that 
the development of this general prin- 
ciple holds oon: promise for the 
future. ‘ 

In connection with the German loan 
Mr. WarBuRG mentions a point which | 
has not yet been sufficiently stressed 
in this country. While emphasizing 
the necessity of bringing it out at the 
proper time and with the proper 
background, he points out that the 
service of the loan will not amount to 
over $20,000,000 a year, which is only 
a small fraction of the total German 
revenues. .‘‘ If we consider that tLis 
‘* annuity is secured by the first lien 
‘* on 65,000,000 people of one of the 
‘* most industrious countries,’’ he 
said, ‘*.it is difficult to conceive of any 
‘** better security, provided, of course, 
‘* that the people are certain to be 
** left undisturbed in ‘their work.’’ 
And he adds that the arbitration pro- 
visions of the Dawes plan offer what 
in his opinion are adequate guaran- 
tees that the German people will be 
thus undisturbed once the evacuation 
of the Ruhr is completed. 

He might have gone even further 
and dwelt upon the importance to the 
German people of re-establishing their 
credit in the world. The very fact 
that it is essential for them to obtain 
credits over and above the original 
loan of $200,000,000 makes it impera- 
tive for them to do all in their power 
to honor the terms of this first loan. 
Should they not do so, or should they 
commit some new political blunder 
which would be an indication of bad 
faith, there is little doubt that the 
movement to rehabilitate their credit 
would receive a blow from which it 
would take Germany years to recover. 

Although it is still too early to fore- 
tell the trend of events after Oct. 22, 
when the Dawes report is fully in 
effect, it is: encouraging to find so 
many indications of renewed confi- 
dence and diminishing animosity. On 
all sides there seems a genuine de- 
sire to cooperate. This is the most 
hopeful sign of the season.

The existence of such 2 means of 
wholesale extermination which science 
is furnishing may be a powerful de- 
terrent, but the salvation from such a 

fate as they would bring upon man- 
kind if once reléased through a sudden 
flaming of racial -hate or. national 
passion is stggested by the other in- 
ventions of which General Squizr and 
General Carty spoke: the -improve- 
ment of the means of communication. 
These are the greatest agencies of 
peace, not only because they promote 
understanding,: but because-they pre- 
vent surprise—and surprise is <‘ the 
essential of military success." 


CONSERVATION OF FLOODS. 

The plan to harness the waters of 
the Colorado in order to develop enor- 
mous hydroelectric power and also 
make possible the irrigation of mil- 
lions of acres, while checking the 
floods which have wrought such dev- 
astation along the lower reaches of 
the river, is one of the first efforts in 
this country to apply the principle of 
preventive conservation of water on a 
large scale.. Most of our conservation 
policies in the past have had some- 
thing in common with locking the 
stable door after the horse has been 
stolen. Even in matters of water con- 
trol we have thought more of imme- 
diate consumption of available wealth 
than of preventing the destruction 
which results from uncontrolled flow. 
The work of flood prevention in the 
Mississippi Valley, for example, has 
been characterized by an effort to cor- 
rect a result rather than to control a 
cause. Much money has been ‘spent 
on levees along the lower Mississippi, 
but nothing done to check the floods 
on the upper streams before, by unit- 
ing, they hgve achieved-such a volume 
that they sweep everything before 
them. 

To prevent damage by flood in the 
lower regions, the place to.exercise the 
check is in the tributaries. How far it 
is practicable to do so can:be deter- 
mined only after thorough | study. 
“There are, however, a few obvious 
facts. Control of the upper waters of 
the Ohio and its tributaries has long 
been needed in order to check the 
appalling local damage of the Spring 
floods, which have been. known to 
sweep away entire settlements. More- 
over, experience has shown that con- 
trol which checks a flood makes? it 
possible to hold excess waters in 
reserve for the dry season, and so 
helps to equalize the year’s flow. The 
possibilities of hydroelectric. develop- 
ment by damming the upper. waters 
of the various tributaries, of the Mis- 
sissippi system are very great. Sooner 
or.Jater local demands will lead to the

MANY JOBLESS IN NEW YORK 


The Bowery Mission Appeals for 
Help to Face a Hard Winter. , 
To the Editor of The York Times: \ 

Will. you kindly’ 2! me space. in 
which to make your readers aware of 
the very serious condition of unemploy- 
ment now prevailing in this city? - 

To look at the advertisement columns 
in the daily newspapers they may prob- 
ably be startled, and feel very dubious 
about such a statement as I now make. 
These advertisements are’ for the most 
part for skilled help. It is the lot of 
the great city, and none more so than 
New York City, to be the resort of the 
unskilled: laborer, the man who is with- 
out the protection of any union, who can 
séldom be sure of regular employment 
and who when out of work sees his 
savings ‘melt into nothingness with 
frightful rapidity. ’ 

The Free Labor Bureau of the Bowery 
Mission is a barometer which with un- 
failing exactness, indicates the condition 
of the unskilled labor market. We are 
having a Fall and Winter very much 
like those ‘of three years ago. 

People in other sections realize from 
such facts as that the: Bethlehem Steel 
common and‘the American Woolen have 
passed their dividends that there is a 
serious slump in business which must 
necessarily affect the employment er 
tion. 

We. know with equal certainty that 
when the attendance at. our meetings 
and the applications at our labor bureau 
are unusually large the problem of 
employment is once more confronting 
us. At such times men out of work and 
penniless herd together in the lodging- 
house section of our great city, 
~ As evidence of this,’ during the first 
week of this month we had 1,642 men 
in our meetings,.and of this number we 
found that 1,368 had to be fed or housed 
or clothed.

Quit Bench for Practice In 4921, 
Saying He Found Pay Inadequate 


for Family Man. . 


Almet Franois ‘Jenks, ‘who resigned as 
Presiding Justice. of the Appellate Di- 
vision,: Second Department, in April, 
1921; and since’ then had been senior 
member of the ‘law. firm of Jenks & 
Rogers, died yesterday afternoon in the 
Kent_House, a Summer hotel at Green- 
wich, Conn., following -‘@ stroke of) 
apoplexy Wednesday morning, He had 
been at the hotel since. last Monday, 
when he. returned from a vacation. of 


several ‘weeks at Kennebunkport, Me. 
Funeral services will be held at 2 
o'clock, to-morrow afternoon at Trinity 
Church, Montague and Clinton : Streets, 
Brooklyn. The near relatives surviving 
are the widow, whom he m ed 
1891, when she was Miss Leslie Barre, 
and two children, Almet Francis Jr. 

and Miss Ruth Jenks. The family res- 
idence-in the Winter was at 8% Park 
Avenue. 

Following a distinguished career of 
twenty-two years on the Supreme Court: 
Bench, Justice Jenks reti to resume 
the practice of law in partnership with 
his old friend, Gustavus A. Rogers. At 
the time of his resignation he issued 
the following statement:

Jan. 1, 1899, and in the Appellate Divi-

ANTI-PICKETING WRIT 
IN PATERSON STRIKE 


Court Later Explains 'It Does Not 
Forbid‘ ‘Orderly \ ‘Activities’ 
Near the Sik Mills.

PATERSON, N. J.,. Sept. 18—A teni- 
porary injunction, which at first. was 
construed by strike leaders as unprece- 
dently drastic, but which the Court 
which issued it later explained, was not 
to be so interpreted, was granted here 
today to the Expert Silk Company by 
Vice Chancellor Vivian M. Lewis.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Regulations 
to guard the safety of filers as well 
as persons and. property underneath

The new sections of the -code, which 
is being prepared bey oll ae auspices
